PROFESSIONAL LIFE ASSURANCE COMPANY, 


A special meeting of the proprietors in this company was held on Thursday, the 6th 
instant, at the offices in Cheapside, in pursuance toa requisition from some of the share- 
holders, ** To consider the expediency of forming a committee of five or more duly qua- 
lifled shareholders, who shall be empowered to fully investigate and report upon the 
whole affairs of the company, from its formation to the present period ; and also to con- 
sider the re-election of Mr. Henry Hart, as a director of the sald company.” 

The requisition origi: lata of shareholders recently held at the London 
Tavern, in answer to an advertisement from Mr. Hart, who, having been recently dis 
missed the service of the company as general inspector of agencies, and the directors hav- 
ing refused to re-admit him tothe board of management, of which he was a member, stated 
he had something of importance to communicate to the proprietors relative to the ma- 
nagement of the company. 

At the meeting on Thursday, the chair was occupied by Major Henry Stones, LL.B. 

Mr. Masser (in ¢ a of the i position of Mr. Winter) having read the ad- 
vertisement and requisition convening the meeting, 

The Cuaraman said that he had upon several occasions had the pleasure of meeting 
the proprietors, and always with the greatest satisfaction; and although he regretted 
very much the cause of their meeting that day, he could assure them he never felt 
so happy in coming before them as on the present occasion (cheers), because it would 
give the proprietors an opportunity of recressing any wrong—if wrong had been cone 
towards Mr. Hart. At the same time, should they think it necessary, after hearing the 
statements which would be made, to bave an enquiry into the affairs of the company, they 
could dose. A call for such an enquiry was calculated to do so much mischief to the 
company, that it could only be met by a fall and perfect submission to it, if the share 
holders were of opinion that any necessity existed for it. If, however, the call for the 
enquiry had arisen from any misrepresentations of Mr. Hart, he was sure the proprietors 
would unite to serve the best i ts of the pany, and that the gentlemen who 
signed the requisition would be among the first to come forward to assist in crushing the 
erocodile in the egg, and to put down with a strong hand any attempt to produce discord 
and mischief in the pany. If the shareholders felt that there was no reason for the 
proposed enquiry, he was sure they would resist the attempt to introduce the small edge 
of the wedge of discord intotheir affairs, which mast produce incalculable mischief to the 
company. He would now call upon the requisionists to bring forward any statements 
they had to make with regard to the objects of the meeting. 

Mr. Batt, as one of the requisitionista, begged to state that he had signed it in conse- 
quence of the statements made by Mr. Hart at the London Tavern, and which he consi- 
dered reflected on the management of the company. He felt that any personal question 
relative to the position of Mr. Hart sunk into insignificance in comparison with the in- 
terests of the company, and he had no doubt that incalculable mischief would be done to 
the pany if these ts were not answered, as they reflected not only on the con 
duct of the directors, but of the actuary and manager (Mr. Baylis). He had signed the 
requisition to give Mr. Hart the opportunity of making his statement in the presence of 
the directors, and he had no doubt that the gentleman would now proceed to do so. 

Mr. Haart, before proceeding with his statement, might be allowed to remark that he 
had been accused of dealing in personalities, and that he wished at once to disclaim all 
intention of being personal (cheers); and if he had at any time, in the heat of argu- 
ment, stated anything that might be considered personally offensive to any person, he 
deeply regretted it. His object was not to be personal, but serve the best interests of 
the company. It was probably familiar to most of the shareholders that he had held 
the office of general inspector of the agencies of the company. During the period he 
held that office, he was brought into commanication with « large number of persons in 
different parts of the country, and he found a siroug feeling prevailing against the Pro- 
fessional Company, He endeavoured to allay that feeling to the best of his ability, and 
in many instances, though not always, he succeeded in doing so. Parties appeared to 
have an idea that the office would not go on, and that it was not properly managed, He 




















was of opinion that, if the reports relative to the company were false the sooner they 
were answered the better; or if there was anything wrong in their management, the | 
sooner it was rectified the better, and that could best be done through « committee | 
of enquiry. It had been stated that he wished to injure thecompany. He had no such 
desire. He held upwards of 500 shares in the company, and was also a large policy | 
holder, and it was not, therefore, likely that he would do anything to injure his own pro- 
perty. (Cheers.) He said, Jetthem boldly meet the reports circulating against the com- 
pany; for, like Caesar’s wife, they should not only be without suspicion, but above it. 
If the affairs of the company were properly enquired into, and they came wel! out of the 
enquiry, as he confidently believed they would (cheers), the reports against them would 
be set at rest for ever; and if any matters were found which required rectification, the | 
public would give them credit for boldly taking the bul! by the horns, and making the | 
requisite amendments. His only object was to serve the company, in which he had al- | 
ways felt the deepest interest. He had worked cheerfully, happily, and he hoped suc- | 
cessfully, for the interests of the company. (A vorce—" You were pai¢ for it.”) He was 
speaking of his exertions before he was appointed inspector of agencies. He felt it to be 
his duty to himself and his brother-proprietors to serve the company to the best of his 
ability, and he wished every shareholder ad taken as deep an interest in its affsirs as 
he had done.—The Caataman must request Mr. Hart to confine himself as close as 
possible to the objects of the meeting 

Mr. Hart was proceeding to tell them of the statements made against the company, 
and the efforts he had made to rebut them. When he was in the country he used to be 
told that the company was in the last stage of bankruptcy ; that it was irretrievably in- 
solvent; that they had spent too much money; that their expenditure was enormous, 
and their business not equal to it. He lad always replied that he did not believe such 
statements, and had always endeavoured to do his best to uphold the credit of the com- 
pany. He repeated that if these statements were false, the sooner a full and final an- 
swer, which would for ever set the calumnies at rest, the better; and if there was any- 
thing requiring rectification, now was the proper time to make it. There could be no 
doubt that their expenses had been large, as they must always be in carrying out new 
ideas, and they had also been unfortuuate in their life losses. Those losses were beyond 
control, yet they had been made a handle of to injure the company. The shareholders 
were the custodiers of their owa property, and it was for them to say whether they would 
institute such an enquiry into their affairs as would for ever silence the reports against 
them. They might have been guilty of errors of jadgment, but he ‘elieved everything 
had been conscientiously done for the best interests of the company. (Cheerv.) They 
had been aitacked in various publications, and there might be something or nothing to 
produce those attacks. If nothing— 

Mr. Witttams—If nothing, why are we holding this meeting? 

Mr. Masow would suggest that there was nothing in the charges alluded to by Mr 
Hart, unless they could be supported by evidence, If Mr. Hart could make out a prima 
Sacie case for an enquiry, they ought to have it; but if not, they were bound to support 
the directors. (Cheers.) If the position of the Professional was retten, let it be fairly 
and boldly stated ; bat if Mr. Hart was of opinion that it was sound at the core, and es 
tablished on a good principle, let him say so. Many of them had come long distances to 
attend that meeting, and unless Mr. Hart had something more important to bring before 
the meeting than he had jutherto done, they might as well at once return to their homes. 

Mr. Haat had been detailing to them the charges made aguinst the company —that it 
could not go on—that it was bankrapt —that its expenditure was great—that its manage- 
ment was not sufficiently economica!—that it could not give 4 bonus to its shareholders, 

Mr. Mason —Have you any charge to make against the management of the company ? 

Mr. Hast—No; I have never made any charge against it. (Cheers, and laughter.) 

S-veral shareholders here stated that Mr. Hart ha, atthe London Tavern, brought for- 
ward various charges against the company and Mr. Baylis. 

Mr. Hart replied that he had told them at the London Tavern that it was his im- 
pression that, upon enquiry into their affairs, everything would be found to be correct 
and straightforward. (Cheers.) He said so the other day, and he had always maintained 
that opinion. (Cheers.)—Mr. Masoy would ask Mr. Hart whether it was his opinion

that the company was well managed? 

Mr. Hart mighit reply that the best proof of that being his opinion was to be fonnd in 
the fact that he had, since the meeting at the London Tavern, paid upwards of 20/. upon 
a life policy. His object in wishing for the appointment of a committee of enquiry was 
to put an end to the reports raise’ to the prejudice of the company. 

Mr. Gasoe wished to know, as one of the charges against the company was bank- 
ruptey, whether Mr. Hart had ever heard of « debt against the company having been 
litigated or not paid ?—Mr. Hart: Certainly not—that had always been one of the best 
answers he could give to the charge. wee 

The Cuaremaw thought he might save a good deal of time by at once stating that, on 
the lth July, 1852, when Mr. Hart was a director, he, as a member of the finance com- 
mittee, sent in a written report to the board, in which he declared that nothing could be 
more satisfactory or more prosperous than the position of the company.—A SHAREHOLDER 
considered all they had yet beard mere twaddle—only tending to a waste of time.

Another SHAREHOLDER thought that Mr. Hart ought at once to come to the question | 


between himself and the directors, and not occupy them with that stated by other parties 

Mr. Ray as the local manager of the Norwich district, was well aware that there had 
been no company started within the last four or five years which had not been subjected 
to attacks from parties connected with the old companies, and he thonght it nonsensical 
to call them together to listen to suchtwaddle. Mr. Hart talked of having done his duty 
to the company, but he had been paid 500/. a year for it, and therefore there was no par- 
ticular merit due to him. He knew, from the course taken by Mr. Hart at Chertsey, he 
had done much mischief to the company from the number of papers circulated against it, 
in consequence of the statements he made at the meeting. 

Other SHAREHOLDERS having otgected that Mr. Hart was wasting the time, 

The Caatnman requested him to keep to the point, and not to take up the time by re- 
peating the opinion of all the dirty little boys he had met with. The directors, nodoubr, 
had made mistakes and he hoped they would live to make many more—but that they 
would always have the honesty and determination to correct them as soon as discovered. 

Mr. Hart would then come to the last part of the requisition first —though he had 
wished to go regularly through his statement, as the one part depended on the other, 
and the refusal to re-admit him to the direction arose out of attacks made upon him in 
the discharge of lis duties. He had encountered great opposition; and he maintained 
that the abuse which had been showered upon him arose from an expression in a letter 
of Mr. Baylis’s—that a stpposed observation of his was an “ unwarranted imputation.” 
He was reported to have made a statement at Chertsey relative to the Post Magazine, 
w he never made, and which he was called upon to explain by Mr. Hartnol!, At the 

same time Mr. Baylis received a letter on the same subject; and he (Mr. Hart) having 

explained the circumstance to Mr. Baylis, le told him that he would reply, advising him 
personally to treat the matter with the majesty of silence. Mr. Baylis, in his reply made 
use of the observations which had drawn own all the abuse upon him; and ithad since 
been made a great feature against him (Mr. Hart), that he had not replied to the letter 
sent to him, though the matter liad been taken out of lis hands by his then superior officer. 

Mr. BarLis—You said you did not think the letter worthy a reply. 

Mr. Hant repeated that Mr. Baylis had taken the matter out of his hands. 

Mr. Bariis—I deny it. 

Mr. Hagt continued to say, that the letter of Mr. Baylis was not such as the manager 
of a company ought to write, and that it had led to all the abuse levelled against him by 
the Post Magazine. He had never made ase of the expression imputed to him ; butsup- 
posing he did, it was upon staternents being made by a person connected with that paper 
at the Chertsey meeting, which he (Mr. Hart) proved to be false. 

Mr. PaTemay here attempted to address the meeting, but was called to order. 

Mr. Haat maintained that he had done lis best to serve the interests of the company, 
and it was not until a fortnight after his lecture at Chertsey that he was called upon to 
explain what he had said. A meeting of the most disgusting natnre had been held at 

* , at which the greatest obloquy was cast upon tliat company, and he told a per- 

son at it that he was telling elie. He acknowledged he was wrong in making such a 

statement, and he for it. He afterwards went to Southampton, and having 

written a letter to Mr. Baylis to explain the progress he was making, he received a letter 
from that gentlemen, dated so late as March 17,1553, approving of his conduct. 

The Caaiamaw thought it might save time if he stated that the directors had always 
acknowledged that Mr. Hart’s exertions had been earnest and unremitting. 

Mr. Haat wished to show that he had been sabj-cted to the abuse of the Post Maga- 
zine, of which he never heard until he received the resolations of the directors relative 
toit. He charged Mr. Baylis with being fully aequainted with the facts of the case, and 
yet writing a letter which, however, he could not believe he wrote intentionally, had the 
effect of causing the directors to dismiss him. 

The CHAraMAw™ asenred him that the letter never had one atom of weight in causing the 
dismissal of Mr. Hart. 
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Mr. Haart contended that the letter had the effect of preventing his re-el to the 
direction, as it brought down attacks upon him from the Post Magasige ; and the di- 
rectors now stated that they could not ré-admit him to the board until he proved them 
to be libellous in a court of law. After that Mr. Baylis wrote him a lefter stating that 
Mr. Owen had a sufficient connection to get up an assurance office, and he wished to con- 
sult him (Mr. Hart) on the subject, and he gave him a letter of introduction to Mr. Owen, 
dated the 9th July, 1853, recommending him as the manager of the new office. If he 
was so damuified by the statements made against him as not to be fit to hold office in 
this company, how was it Mr. Baylisithought him fit for the other office? Upon consi- 
dering the matter, he returned the letter of introduction to Mr. Owen in ———? 
to Mr. Baylis, stating that he could not make use of it. He afterwards met Mr. Baylis 
at his office with the solicitor of the company, and Mr. Baylis asked him whether he 
would continue to hold his situation at a less salary. He unhesitatingly replied in the 
negative. and stated that he had made arrangements for retaiaing his former business. 
Mr. Baylis then said—*' I shall be glad to see you back at the board ;” and he answered, 
“ Weill am ready to come.” (Laughter). Now, he would ask the shareholders whether, 
ifhe was not worthy to have the original salary, he was worthy of a reduced salary. He 
had made a statement to the board of all that had taken place, and had attached to it 
copies of handbills circulated against the company. [The statement having, at the re- 
quest of Mr. Hart, been handed to him, le proceeded to read the handbill, which an- 
neunced a lecture to prove the advantage of mutual life assurance as compared with that 
offered by the Professional.) It was for the part he took at that meeting that he was sub- 
Jected to the attacks, for not replying to which the directors now declined to adinit him 
to the board. He had now made his statement, and would leave the matter in the hands 
of the shareholders, having done his best to make the company valuable, 

A SHaReEwoLDeR—You have not stated anything about the connection of Mr. Baylis 
with other companies, as you did at the London Tavern. 

Mr. Haat—That ts a subject I have frequently had to allude to with great pain. He 
had been asked how it was that Mr. Baylis, being the manager of the company, was al- 
lowed to be connected with the Waterloo and Trafalgar offices. It had been pointed out 
to him that Mr. Edward taylis was a director of the Waterloo, and he had been asked 
how he could reconcile the fact of that gentleman being the manager of one company 
and the director of another,and he hat been at the same time told that Mr. Baylis was 
not only a director of the Waterloo office, but its registered promoter. 

Mr. Baytis— You knew that before the Waterloo office was established. 

Mr. Haar continued to say, that upon being asked these questions he admitted he 
could not reconcile the performance of the duties of one office with those of the other. 
He knew that, in c of the establishing of these offices, some of the best share 
holders in the Professional had become directors in the Waterloo and Trafalgar offices, 
and had carried business to those offices, which would otherwise have come to the Pro- 

1.—Mr. Baytis: I deny that 

Mr. Harr could prove it. He held shares in the Waterloo himself, but he defied any 
one to prove that he had ever taken business to any office except the Professional ; for 
though he might hold shares in 50 offices, he felt that he ought only to carry his business 
to one office. He maintained that the establishment of these other offices did divide the 
connection. He agreed with Mr. Baylis that there was plenty of room for other life as 
surance offices to be established ; but he would let them all keep their own ground, and 
not be established in such a manner as to divide the connection of existing offices. He 
knew an instance where a large shareholder in the Professional took a policy to the 
Waterloo because he was also a shareholder in that office. (Cries of * Name, name.”) 

The CuatamMan assured the meeting that the directors of this company had never in 
any instance taken a policy to another office, and he thought it a pity that such a matter 
should be brought forward by Mr. Hart. 

Mr. Haat must repeat that he thought it very inconsistent for Mr. Baylis to be the ma- 
nager of this company, the consulting actuary of the Trafalgar, and a director of the 
Waterloo. It had been brought under his notice that they were losing friends in conse- 
quence of this division of interest, and he had himself written to Mr. Cooper, one of the 
directors, requesting him to attend at the office, and hear charges made te that effect. 
Now, he would tell them what had been the consequence of the establishment of these 
offices. Their shares, at one time, sold as high as a guinea each--10s. being paid upon 
them. And on the 24th August last, a sale of 600 shares took place at the Auction Mart, 
when they produced only 10s, each, showing a depreciation of 50 per cent. on their value, 
and he had been informed that these 6 0 shares belonged to one of their proprietors, who

the subject was brought under the consideration of the board. 

Mr. Hagats would ask the proprietors whether, even on the first blush of the thing, it 
appeared as if the directors had done much amiss in getting rid of Mr. Hart? (Cries of 
“No, no.”) He trasted that the directors would always continue to hold a proper su- 
pervision over all their officers. Wen he first heard of the meeting at the London Ta- 
vern, he certainly did not expect to be called upon to listen to so much stuff and non- | 
sense. As regarded the position which Mr. Hart had held, he should be very happy to 
have ithimself. (A voice, * But you would not like to lose it.”) (Loud laughter.) But 
he hoped that, if the directors no longer required his services, he should have sense 
enough not to agitate the shareholders, because there were flying rumours about agaiust 
the company, and an editor who wished to sell his paper had attacked him. He had | 
heard Mr. Baylis in that room tell them at two or three different meetings thatthe prin- | 
ciples of the new companies wanted expansion, and that he should be very happy to as- 
sist in extending them. Mr. Baylis had been doing so, aud now Mr. Hart tuld them that 
it was very dreadful. If the shareholders thought it was dreadful, they ought to have 
mace the objection when Mr. Baylis told them it was his intention to assist in extending 
their principles through other companies. They had heard nothing of these charges | 
antil Mr. Hart was out of employ, and he put it to the shareholders whether, judging 
alone from that gentleman’s own statement, the directors had not exercised a sound dis- | 
cretion in dispensing wiil: his salaried services. (Cheers.) He maintained that the ex- 
hibition of that day sufficiently proved that the directors had exercised a sound discre. | 
tion. He did not wish to quarrei with Mr, Hart, but as he had alleged nothing against 
the directors except that, by dispensing with his services, they had saved 500/. a year, he 
did not think they onglt to be called npon to interfere between him and the board. So 
fully convinced was he that the directors had pursued a right course, that he would sub- 
mit to them the following resolution :—* That this meeting are of opinion that the di- | 
rectors of the Professional Life Assurance Company exercised a sound discretion in dis- 
continuing the services of Mr, Hart; and after hearing his statement this day, they are | 
convinced that he has established no claim to be reinstated in the directory.’ 

The Rev. E. Jousstowe -econded the resolution, feeling satisfied, from what they had | 
heard that day, that there was no ground for having called this meeting. He trusted, | 
however, that the inover would allow him to add a clause to the resolulion, expressive of 
full contidence in the beard of direction. (Cheers). 

Mr. Haaraisand other shareholders suggested that such a vote should form the subject 
of a separate resolution, to which Mr. Johnstone assented. 

Mr: Berminecua™ had never seen an instance in which the old allegory of the “ moun- 
tain in labour” had been so fully ilastrated. It was evident that Mr. Hart had no 
charges to make, and it was extraordinary to him how two such resolutions as those 
upon which the requisition was founded could have been passed at the London Tavern 
meeting. He should have been glad if the gentlemen signing the requisition, before ex- 
ercising the undoubted right of calling that meeting, had paused and examined the 
grounds upon which they did so, to see whether they were justified in asking for a full 
enquiry into the affairs of the company. Did the statements of Mr. Hart lead them to 
believe that there was any falling off in the business, any financial difficulty, any dis. 
honourable conduct in the management? He felt that men of business ought to have 
done so before taking 89 important a step as calling a public me-ting to appoint a com- 
mittee to enquire into the affairs of the company—a stgp which could not fail to give the 
public an untavourable opinion of their position, and thiow the business of the company 
into arrear. He felt that the proprietors ought at once to ignore that portion of the re 
quisition, and come to the second resolution, containing the pith and matter ofthe whole — 
the desire of Mr. Hart to be re-elected to the board. He thought that the directors, as 
gentlemen, were perfectly right in stating that they could not sit at a board with a per- 
son who, having aspersions cast upon his character, had not the manliness to defend it. 
In his opinion every right-feeling man would have taken the most prempt and decisive 
measures for placing his character right with his brother-directors. Mr. Hart had not 
done so, and, therefore, he considered that gentleman had no right to complain of not 
being re-admitted to the direction. Mr. Hart had voluntarily given up his position asa 


services were no longer required in the subordinate position, he wanted to get back to 
the direction. In his opinion, had Mr. Hart consulted any of his friends, he never would 
have taken steps to cal! this meeting. If he had any complaints to make against the di- 
rectors he should have waited until the annual meeting, and then have boldly stood for. 
ward and explained the grounds upon which he made them, without injuring the com 

pany by unsettling the minds of the shareholders and the public with regard to its posi- 
tion. He had listened with great attention to the statement of Mr. Hart, and, having 
done so, felt he was bound to vote for the motion before them. 

Mr. Toots felt, as one of those who had signed the requisition calling the meeting of 
that day, that he had no reason to regret having done so. He was but a small share- 
holder, and when he went to the meeting at the London Tavern he was perfectly un- 
acquainted with Mr. Hart. He was almost equally unacquainted with Mr. Baylis, hav- 
ing had but one interview with him—an interview which was sufficient to give him a 
high opinion of that gentleman’s talents, and induce him to become a shareholder. He 
was glad to hear the directors ackpowledye that Mr. Hart had been indefatigable in his 
exertions to serve the company, and he trusted that something might yet be done to re 
concile them. He felt, when he attended the meeting at the London Tavern, that the 
directors refused to reinstate Mr. Hart as a director becausé le bad been attacked by the 
Post Magazine for assertions which be stated he had never rnade. He, therefure, endea- 
voured tc see if anything could be done to heal the breach between Mr. Hart and the 
Post Magazine, and suggested that Mr. Hart should sign an apology, which he hastily 
drew up, expressive of his regret at having used the expressions attributed to him, if he 
had done so. Mr. Hart did sign the paper, and he believed the editor of the journal was 
satisfied. He, therefore, trusted that the directors would re-admit Mr. Hart to their con- 
fidence, having been informed that that gentleman had introduced business to the amount 
of 15,000/. to the company. He was the last to sign the requisition for that meeting, 
and though he had the fullest confidence in the directors, he felt he was justified in 
doing so, wiih the view if possible of smoothing away the differences existing between 
Mr. Hart and the board. He would not now further detain them, least the heat of the 
room might to-morrow add to their expenditure, by causing the falling in of life policies, 
further than to ask the chairman, why Mr. Hart had been removed from the board. 

The CHatamMan assured the proprietors that the only reason for dispensing with the 
services of Mr. Hart in his position of inspector of agencies was, because it was felt to be 
no longer desirable to continue the office, and accordingly notice was given to him that 
his services would not be required after the close of the 12 months for which he was ori- 
ginally engaged, and then Mr. Hart asked them to give him back his seat at the board. 
Mr. Hart told them that the letter of Mr. Hartnoll was too contemptible to answer ; and 
Mr. Baylis had told him in his (the chairman's) presence that had such a letter been ad- 
dressed to him he could not have rested a night without auswering it. The directors 
had occupied eight or nine meetings in considering the appeals of Mr. Hart to be re-ad- 
mitted to the direction, and at last he threatened them with this meeting, telling them 
that he did not believe they were aware of the real state of the company (laughter); 
which, if he were re-elected to the board, he would put all to right. The directors felt 
that they could not, as gentlemen, sit with Mr. Hart unless le took means to vindicate 
his character against the attacks made apon it in the Post Magazine, which described 
him as a “ most particular fibber,” a“ slanderer.” a “ mouthy scamp,” &c.; and they 
told him so, Had they wished it, however, they could not have re-elected Mr. Hart, as the 
appointment of the directors rested with the shareholders. Mr. Hart had himself sought 
the office of inspector of agencies; and in the first instance, for 650/, the first year, with 
a rise of 50/, per annum, for six years, and that he should also be made an auditor of the 
company. [before putting the resolution, he thought it was but justice to ask Mr. Baylis 
if he wished to make any statement to the meeting ? 








Mr. Bats defended his having signed the requistion calling the meeting, on the rq- 


pr of Mr. Hart, though he admitted that he was perfectly satisfied by the ex- 
planations which had been given that day. 

Mr. Barvts, who was received with loud cheers, stated that he had never felt greater 
pride in his life than in appearing before them that day. It had been his lot to be ca- 
lumniated more than almost any other public man; but he had always been enabled 
so stand firmly against it, knowing that he was carrying out a great and important 
principle. (Cheers.) He had never expected, h , to be attacked as he had been 
by Mr. Ilagt, whom he had admitted to his greatest confidence, and submitted his most 
private letters; and moreover, he could fearlessly assert that he was the man most ho- 
nestly to support Mr. Hart as far as he could at the board. Mr. Hart stated he meant 
nothing personal by his observations, What then did he mean by stating that he (Mr. 
Baylis) had injured that company by starting and supporting others? He had stated in 
that room, more than once, that he would not be restricted in his endeavours to carry 
out the glorious principles upon which the company was founded—nor wou'd he, Mr, 
Hart had alluded at the Tavern to two of their directors being in a debtors’ 
prison. The company owed a deep debt of gratitude to those gentlemen, and it was dis- 
graceful for Mr. Hart to have alluded to their misfortunes in the way he had done. 
When the company was started, the lower part of the house in which they were thi m as- 
sembied was used as a tailor’s shop, and they were too glad to get the upper part at 300/, 
a year. The owner of the shop being involved, no sooner had he got a solid tenant in 
the house than it was placarded for sale, and he did then, indeed, begin it to fear 
for the poor Professional, Upon this one of the gentlemen who was now unfortunate) 
in prison at once paid 24007. for the house, and extricated the company from their 
dilemma. He took up 1200 shares, and also lent it 2000/. He was never prouder of the 
triendship of any person than of that of the two honourable men now unfortuuately 
suffering through their connection with another company, aud he should be gulity of 
the grossest ingratitute were he not to express his feelings on the subject. of these 
gentlemen had unfortunately signed a bill for 6000/. for a railway company, which had 
failed, after he had made large personal sacrifices to support it, and it was for that he was 
in prison—a fact well known to Mr. Hart, who ought to be ashamed of bringing forward 
such a charge against a man whom he had professed to call his friend. With to 
the letter on which so much stress had been laid, he begged now to give his version of 
the transaction. He wrote exactly what he felt he ought to write, and he was prepared 
now to stand by every word of what he wrote. (Cheers.) If he were capable of attempt- 
ing to bribe any man for any particular purpose, he was not fit to be the manager of 
the Professional office. The fact was, Mr. Hart was appointed as inspector of agenc ies, 
—not to deliver lectures, or spout Shakspeare. ‘Cheers.) Mr, Hart went to Liverpool 
but he did not succeed in forming a board, nor did he attend only to the instructions 
given tohim. If he had committed an error in the interpretation he gave to his own 
letter, he did not know himself. Just as Mr. Hartnoll’s letter arrived at bis office, by a 
singular coincidence, Mr. Hart arrived also, and he asked him whether he had made the 
statement imputed to him, and he replied, “No” He then asked Mr. Hart if he had 
answered the letter of Mr. Hartnoll, and he replied it was too contemptible, adding other 
observations against the journal, indicating his opinion of it, Mr. Hart complained of 
the word “ unwarranted” In his letter. If he did not use the expression there could be 
no harm in saying that it was unwarranted ; and if he did it was uuwarranted on the part 
of Mr. Hart. He could not but complain of the way in which Mr, Hart had violated his 
confidence, He (Mr. Baylis) made no secret of his bu —he treated the clerks in 
his office as friends and brothers; and if he committed aperror in violating that confi- 
dence, he could regard it as an error of judgment only, ich he was sure they would 
themselves deeply regret. (Ceeers.) 

The resolution was then put and carried, with three 
between 200 and 300 persons, amidst loud cheers, 

Mr. Beamineuam rose to perform what he felt to be @ common act of justice, after 
what had taken place, by proposing ‘* That this meeting fs of opinion that Mr. Baylis is 
not in any degree involved discreditably by the statement of Mc. Mart, and that his con- 
duct in reference to it stands untouched and unquestionable.” 

In reply to questions, Mr. Baris stated that it was trne that, having a high opinion 
of Mr. Hart’s evergy, he had introduced him to a gent with a view of starting a 
new life office on business originally offered to the Professional. That business, how- 
ever, was clogged with conditi which dered it impossible for them to accept It, as 
those conditions were opposed to their deed of settlement, He miglit also be allowed to 
say that large business was frequently offered to the different offices clogged with con- 
ditions which prevented its being received, and they mast allow some little discretion to 
their managers in accepting or refusing it. He thought, however, the very mention 
of the subject was a sufficient evidence of the axioms which had actuated Mr, Hart in 
Lis statem nts. —The resolution was then carried unanimously. 

Mr. BayLis begged them to accept his best thanks, though he was too overpowered by 
his feelings to find words to express them. (Cheers.) 

Mr Mason having contended that Mr. Hart was bound, under all circumstances, to 
have defended his churacter against the attacks of the Post Magazine, moved—“ That

W. Fairbairn, C.E. read a Report on the Mechanical Properties of Metals, as derived fi 
from repeated Meltings, exhibiting the meximum Point of Strength and the Causes 7 
of Deterioration. The experiments on which this report was founded were undertaken fi 
at the request of the British Association. Mr. Fairbairn said that it was generally W 
supposed that the strength of iron was deteriorated after three or four meltings, but y 
the results of his experiments proved that opinion to be erroneous. metal ex- FA 
perimented on was Eglinton hot-blast iron, and the quantity was 1 ton. In melting “| 
the iron the proportions of coke and flux were accurately measured, and proper pre- re 
cautions were taken to prevent any difference in str h from variations in cooling I 
and casting. The metal was run into bars 1 in. square,—lengths of 7 ft. were supported hi 
on two points, and weight was applied in the centre till the bars broke. It was found L 
that the strength of the iron bars inereased up to the twelfth melting, after which it H 
diminished, and at each successive en ye rapidly. The breaking weight ce 
at the commencement was 403 lbs., and the deflexion of the or before breaking was in 
1\ in. ; at the twelfth melting the breaking weight was 725 lbs., and deflexion 1% in.; 
at the thirteenth melting the bar broke with a weight of 671 lbs. ; at the fifteenth, 15 
with 391 Ibs. ; at the sixteenth, with 363 lbs. ; and at the seventeenth, with 330 lbs. ch 
At that point the experiments were discontinued, as the quantity of iron had been so ful 
far diminished by waste and by reserving specimen bars, that no further trials would tri 
have been satisfactory. Mr. Fairbairn exhibited specimens of the bars at the various Tl 
meltings. The fracture of the iron in the later ex ents presented a marked nel 
change. In the fifteenth melting there was a bright rim like silver surrounding the per 
interior, which was of the usual erystaline structure. This bright silvery fracture ex- 
tended in the sixteenth and seventeenth specimens till it pervaded mass, which thes 
resembled cast-steel. 
Curtovs Puznomenon.—As some workmen in the employment of the 8 


Gadlys Iron and Coal Company were sinking a shaft at the distance of about halfs 
mile from Aberdare, when about 53 yards below the surface, they came upon a large 
and extensive “ blower” of explosive gas, so fatal in this seighbourhood, and which 
oozed out of the solid rock. Further o tions were stupped for some time, and Mr. 
Enoch Williams, manager of the Gadlys Collieries, suggested a plan for collecting 
and conveying the explosive element to thesurface through pipes. His p'an was 
successfully carried out, and at 16 ft. above the level of the pit it was ignited, and it 
now blazes out in a flame some 9 or 10 ft. long. This luminous column attract« great 
attention on the part of the inhabitants of Cwmdare, and will probably remain so for 
a number of years, for the comtemplation of the scientific. It is supposed, hy com- 
petent men, that if it were left to di into the workings, it would require fifteen 
to twenty thousand cubic feet of atmospheric air per minute to keep it in abeyance.

S1e,—In looking over your valuable Journal last week, I observe with 
pleasure a word of caution addressed to the seamen and miners in the 


north of England; and while I agree with you in the general tenour of 
your article, I beg to impress on the minds of your readers that it is not 
at all consistent with reason or justice to condemn the miners for all the 
strikes which are taking place among them as a body, or for entering intu 
union ;- fur I know from many of the miners that, if the masters would 
act towards them with any degree of mercy or reason, there would never,] 
be a unionist amongthem. But, say they, ifthe masters get ever such an 
advance in the price of coals, they never will give the pitmen a portion, 
without they turn out on strike, which reflects great dishonour on the 
proprietors of the northern coal-fields. The masters, when such demands 
are made, hold them up to the public in the worst light possible, and thus 
make things look a great deal worse than they really are ; for instance, if 
the men ask for 1s, per “ side,” this is so stated, without any explanation ; 
and people whodo not know whata “‘side”’ is, naturally think a shilling a 
large sum; but if it is stated as 14d. per ton, it wears quite a different 
aspect : and this is about the average advance which is sought for by the 
pitmen. There are some places where 2d. per ton has been requested ; and 
what is that when compared to the advance the coal proprietors have been, 
and still are getting for coal and coke ?

IMPROVEMENTS IN THE STEAM-ENGINE, 

Sir,—As you put in exercise your unquestionable right of non-insertion 
to my last communication, in the esse of Spence v, Craddock and Mushet, 
I took it for granted that you considered the case closed, and quietly ac- 
quiesced, Mr. Mushet, however, again re-opens it, with an earnest de- 
sire for my conversion, and public recantation of my heresies. 

I am sorry that my occasional visits to town have not yet left me leisure 
to visit Mr, Craddock’s Works: thus far I shall make an early effort to 
satisfy Mr Mushet. I may also state, that interest or connection have 
had no share in actuating me in the remarks with which I have troubled 
you: my activities have hitherto been in a different direction. Practical 
progress, however, under the guidance of sound theory in any direction, 
is to me, as I have no doubt it is to Mr. Mushet, always a matter of in- 
terest, Investigations, which may yet have a practical bearing on the 
principle of the steam-cngine, naturally led me to scrutinise the projected 
improvements in obtaining motive force, which have been rather abun- 
dant of late. Though long after I had made the calenleation, and pre- 
sented it before the Manchester Philosophical Society, I may yet take the 
credit of being the first to demonstrate to the reading public through 
your columns the fallacious principle of operation in Ericsson’s machine, 
and the impossibility of its succeeding; and though Mr. Craddock, with 
great liberality, demurred to my statements, which aimed at the demoli- 
tion of his rival, yet your columns now vindicate my correctness by the 
information just received, that Ericsson is not only breaking up and re- 
constructing his engine, but actually altering its principle ; and, if I un- 
derstand aright, reverting to that of Stirling. 

My strictures on Mr. Craddock’s engino were of a more qualified cha- 
racter. Not having then a clear idea of any peculiar principle of opera- 
tion claimed by him, I could not make a radical objection to his inven- 
tions; but as Mr. Mushet had furnished us with a definite calculation, 
giving both theory and tabulated results, I went into the matter, and, I 
think, satisfactorily showed that his results were inconsistent with his 
theory, and could not, therefore, be wrought out. From this I made the 
hypothetical deduction, that if the superiority of the Craddock engines 
were based on the obtaining of these extraordinary results, we would have 
to look beyond Craddock as well as Ericsson. 

In-coming to this suppositious conclusion, I own I was somewhat in- 
fluenced by Mr. Mushet’s reiterated statements of the professional perse- 
cutidn, which seemed the only barrier to the adoption of Mr. Craddock’s 
improvements, as it must be the interest of the profession to adopt Mr. 
Craddock’s inventions, if true to their promise. I own I cannot under- 
stand this persevering sacrifice of self-interest for the mere gratification 
of what looks strangely like malicious feeling; but probably my ideas are 
only calculated for the meridian of Manchester, where we do profess to 
be guided by common sense in financial matters at least. 

I shall give Mr. Mushet a case to show how much better we manage these 
things here. Little more than 12 months ago, I had occasion to desiderate a 
better form of steam-boiler, and turning out the old, though sound, ob- 
tained the newest patent improvement, promising more economy, more 
rapid production in the same space, and at least a partial consumption of 
smoke. The results were so far satisfactory, and I not only adopted, but 

recommended ; and, in more cases than one, I know that three, four, or 
five sound boilers of primitive construction were turned out to make way 
for their betters. I even recommended a large one for the metropolis, 
where it is now at work, and gives much satisfaction. Well, less than a 
year had elapsed, when a newer patent form appeared, promising 15 to 
20 per cent. of additional economy, perfect combustion of smoke, and not 
requiring a single brick for setting ; and, being intimate with the patentee, 
I find that his boiler really looks like fulfilling the promise; and already 
his hands are so full that he does not know what parties to supply first. 
His ideas of the success of any real improvement in the steam-engine are 
certainly the converse of Mr. Mushet. “ Let,” says he, “any man now 
introduce an improvement in the steam-engine with a certain saving of 
15 per cent. of fuel, and he can make his fortune within 20 miles of Man- 
chester.” Let Mr. Craddock profit by this hint. If London is ungrate- 
ful, let him give Lancashire a chance. His pretensions may be severely 
tried ; but if the verdict be favourable, he need have no fear of the ge- 
neral adoption of his inventions, at least so long as he maintains his su- 
periority.—Prter Spence: Pendleton Alum-Works, Oct. 4.

RAILWAYS IN ALGERIA. 
Srn,—I have to return you many thanks for the favourable notice of my pamphlet 
(this day advertised in your Journal), On Constructing Railways in Algeria on the 
Short Distance System, as contained in your Journal of the 24th ult., and I now beg 
to explain that in speaking of the conditions on which I obtained the grant from the 
French Government, you accurately state that a belt of land five miles deep on each 
side of the line is to be given, — I can settle it with Irish emigrants, just equal 
to 6400 acres for every mile of railway actually constructed. 

I passed a summer in Algeria a few 8 , and can answer for the land being 

generally most productive; but should it not be considered so on further inspection, 
General Dumas, with whom I negociated for the grant in behalf of the French Govern- 
ment, spontaneously assured me that if any of the land was not considered capable of 
cultivation, an equal quantity would be given at a remoter distance. The location 
whence I am to commence the railway is from Constantina to Belida, to the former 
of which a railway is contracted for, to be made on the usual French system ; as also 
another, from the City of Algiers to Belida, so that both ends, when these railwa 
are finished, will be in direct communication with the sea board, and as both Belida 
and Constantina are large garrison towns, the intermediate railway between these 
cities can be constructed under perfect security. This is considered among the best 
mineral districts in Algeria for copper, silver, and lead ores, and, subject to the usual 
royalties, all mineral ground is conceded with the grant. 
As far as Algeria is concerned, all other particulars will be found in the pamphlet, 
but as the notice you took of it on the 24th of September refers to Algeria only, you 
must forgive my reminding you that my views go much further; for if the land along- 
side the railway, on each 10 miles of railway being finished, were given in a similar 
manner by Morocco, Tunis, Tripoli, and Egypt, as by the Emperor of the French, 
where is the difficulty in vn J the line across the entire of North Africa? 

‘The railway constructing by the Egyptians, under Mr. omer will complete 
the intermediate s ween Alexandria and Judea, and hence an easy line pre- 
sents itself to the Euphrates ; and if the land sells as the line advances, possibly the 
whole of this gigantic undertaking may be accomplished for \ess than a million ster- 
ling; and if 64,000 acres of land were given with every 10 miles of oe actually 
finished, with power to stop if funds then became exhausted, the possibility of loss 
would be completely avoided ; and what would be still more gratifying, instead of 
the profits falling to reckless share-jobbers, they would be p d by the humbl 
poor, who constructed the line. This plan, if combined with a regular system of 
giving comfort and absence of want to the poor, when accompanied by religious in- 
struction to the rising generation, as the country was penetrated, would convert 
Socialism into primitive Christianity ; and, contrasted with the visionary notions of 
Socialism practised by the French, to the exclusion of religion during the awful re- 
volution in the last century, would rapidly teach mankind what system was best to 
pursue ; and had France A prior to the great revolution, and acted 
on the system now recommended, it is questionable if the revolution would have 
ever existed. 

As will be seen on perusing the pamphlet, it is divided into three parts—the first 
being an address to the Emperor of the French, written during the last days of the 
Presidentship, when I petitioned for the Algerian grant. The second part is an ap- 
pendix, in which I point out how liberally my petition was mei, In the appendix, 
various comments are made on the prophesies relating to the return of the Jews to 
their once favoured land, and showing how clearly they denote that railways were 
rticularly called into action to be the great acceleration of the future advance of 
hristianity. The third part gives every prophecy in its naked form relating to the 
return of the Jews, as well as other scriptural extracts referred to; these, as a Ca- 
tholic, I have naturally copied from the Douay Bible, being a literal translation of the 
Latin Vulgate, but they differ merely in trifles from the Protestant editions of the 
Bible. The most sin thing among the prophecies is my interpretation of the 
49th chap. of Isiah, which predicts far more clearly, as I conceive, than could be ex- 
pected from a prophecy, that the inhabitants of a distant island, called the most de- 
spised, abhorred, and oppressed by their rulers are, above all other nations, to have 
the no small honour of Cring specially selected to aid the once chosen people of God 
in the return to their country. This, I bodly say, can be no other than Ireland, and 
hence I give to my pamphlet the otherwise unaccountable name of ‘ Ireland the 
Restorer of Israel.’ 
No one can deny but what this description precisely corresponds with that of Ire- 
land [between the period of the Reformation and the year 1780, being rather more 
than 250 years ; but, happily, the grandfather of her present Majesty, under the ad- 
vice of the Great Lord Chatham, then made the first move in relaxing the oppressive 
laws against Catholics: this spirit of toleration was happily followed up by Lord 
Chathawm’s illustrious son, the celebrated William Pitt; and every year since, owing 
to the liberality of the Whig Government, has added to the measures of toleration ; 
and probably the announced extension of parliamentary reform will soon sweep away 
all remnants of religious distinction, and cause England and Ireland united to act 
as one nation in restoring Judea, and substituting the new law of God for that of the 
old, With such a combination, if the aid of the French, and other powerful nations 
of Europe and Russia, join the pact, and the Mol d fall into the arrange- 
ment, how can my views be otherwise than realised ? 

I have now only to add that, as I fear ~ pamphlet will be i las far too 
Catholic, and that I wish togive the honour of the whole operation tomy co-religionists 
in Ireland, I most distinctly say I know that to be impossible ; and that unless the capi- 
tal, skill, and practical experience of the English directed the undertaking, success 
can never be insured. At the same time, I believe no pioneers in the undertaking 
could be found like the Irish, if accompanied by their own clergy, and the system 

dopted as 1 led in the pamphlet carried into effect. 

We Catholics well know our inferiority, from want of experience, to direct so vast 
an operation; while our Dissenting brethren are far too wise in worldy knowled 

to reject in these times the acquirements of cheap and dependable labour, if it can 
obtained ; and were this point left tome, I will answer for success, without increas- 
ing emigration from Ireland, but merely turn the tide from west to east. Indepen- 
dant of which, I should not have written what will be found in the pamphlet without 
having studied the meaning of the prophecies most attentively ; and it is clear, if the 
time is really come for the realisation of these prophecies, that men of all creeds and 
nations are to aid in its accomplishment; and my conviction is that the 34th of 
Ezekiel, which will be found in the pamphlet, was written expressly to divert men’s 
minds of anxiety for propagating any creed in particular ; for in this chapter Ezekiel 
most clearly says—*' God will divide both shepherds and sheep, and finally draw the 
latter into one fold, and place the whole under one shepherd.” 

After this assurance, I hope to secure the support, not only of all denominations of 
Christians, but also of both Jews and Mahomedans ; and till we are made wiser and 
more enlightened, that all alike should follow the religious dictates of their own 
consciences, and that Catholicity should alone try to claim superiority by its good 
and benevolent actions, and leave temporal advantages equally common to all. As 
to the increase of commerce, and other temporal advantages to be attained by per- 
fecting this undertaking, they are infinite ; for if in addition to opening out commu- 
nications with North Africa, it at the same time embraced access to the valleys of the 
Nile and the Euphrates, we need be under little apprehension of adequate supplies of 
both corn and cotton, should the United States even prohibit the export of either. 
Independent of this, the railway would open out a new Overland Route to India, seven 
days shorter than by the Red Sea, and which, as it must start from the banks of the 
Iudus, in our Indian possessions, must, from necessity, go to Delhi, and so form one 
continuous line to Caleutta, and ultimately to China, and the extreme point of the 
Eastern Hemisphere.—Aldermanbury, Oct. 15. Joun Wricur.

time a dividend-paying mine, is at least prospectively so, and is sure to lead to cer- 
tain results: the pure ris then shown the prices of shares in some of the most 
rae mines, and deceived by the oe antes of the jobber, who invari- 
— tells him that his client would not part with the shares unless under

at an increased rate. In many in- 
stances this client is no other than the jobber, who has taken the advan of some 
one’s necessities, ignorant of the market; having no recognised mart where the value 
of his stock ean be correctly and honestly ascertained, he is obliged to throw himself 
entirely at the awe of these harpies, who prey upon both buyer and seller. That 
they should have a fair commission no one will deny, but their oe is, they pur- 
chase themselves, charge the seller a commission, and when they dispose of their own 
shares at fictitious rates, they fleece the purchaser again of the commission. Is it 
surprising that mining is disereditable, when such practices asthis are patent? Can 
it be wondered at that the Stock Exchange, even with its loose code of morality, should 
exclude parties who thus nefariously fatten on the credulity of the public, to ‘eat 
discredit of one of the most important branches of British industry. fgain, we 
look how these schemes are ushered into public notice, it will be seen that nearly two- 
thirds of them are not for the purpose of mining as an investment, but solely for a 

peculation, ted with a view to enrich the solicitor, pa secretary, &c., 
and without the most remote idea of any way benefitting the general public, than by 
easing them of some of their surplus cash. Inthe plurality of instances we find that 
where mines are really good there is seldom any appeal made to the public: the pro- 
perty is then generally kept in the hands of a few; the shares although quoted are 
consequently kept up at a high price, and if at all thrown on the market, are done so 
very sparingly, and in most cases then only disposed of to the friends and more in- 
timate connections of the original holders. But, on the other hand, when it is re- 
quired to be brought before the public, it is general.y ushered forth with a flaming 
prospectus ; a baronet of questionable property is obtained, the junior branch uf some 
of the poorer members of the Irish peerage, a —e of half-pay officers, and one 
or two keen ones, with a business-like secretary, and aclever solicitor, constitute the 
committee of management, and generally they endeavour to age very well for 
themselves, Should this happen to be an old adventure, which is to be resuscitated, 
reports and traditions of old miners are found, who remember half a century since 
how rich it was when abandoned, This almost always arises either from a quarrel 
with the lord, or on account of the defective state of machinery at that period. If 
situated in the neighbourhood of productive mines, statistics are given of the quan- 
tities of ores produced by those adventures, the cost not being mentioned ; and a com- 
placent agent can always be found to give his opinion, that the lodes in the new or old 
mine, as the case may be, are identical with its wealthy neighbours, and consequently 
must yield large and remunerative returns to the shareholders. Some jobber, who 
is making his periodical visit to the county ; if allowed to have his share in the spolia 
opima on his arrival in London, probably is entrusted with the bringing of it out, and 
for a short time affairs proceed swimmingly; the promoters receive some money, a 
quantity of free shares for their interest, which they take good care to dis ofatapre- 
mium, and previous to a call being made, and it is then found that if it is of a specu. 
lative character it is entirely in the hands of the public. To bolster this up in some 
degree, and restore confidence, an engine is purchased to more efficiently work the 
mine; delays are caused in the erection of this; in the meanwhile the shareholders 
are waiting patiently the resalts. At last the engine is put to work, the water is forked, 
the bottom of the shaft is arrived at, but no ore is found. What is then done? A few 
slogging stones are sent to London, they are taken to some eminent assayer, who 
accurately states their per centage; this causes a ve a ny A excitement, the general 
and uninitiated portion of the public believe that the whole of the lode is of this value. 
hose who ere aware of the ption, or suspect it, retire from the concern the best 
way they can: the old story is then rehearsed; the debts must be paid, the machinery 
realised for what it will fetch, and thus another chapter is added to the bad odour 
which unfortunately too often characterises minin ventures. 

I should be sorry if this stigma could be attached to all our mineral enterprise : m 
own experience tells me that this is but the type of aclass; though, at the «ame time 
cannot disguise from myself but that these disgraceful schemes are like the Lernean 
Ilydra, — I am not vain enough to believe I am the Hercuies who could destro 
them by applying the red-hot iron tothem. ‘The class to which these belong, as well 
as their promoters, are like the Augean Stables, requiring rivers to bring them to 
any state of healthfulness or cleanliness; and it would be for the benefit of mining 
in general if all these vicious and delusive concoctions were swept away. Another 
evil which militates against enterprise is the want of some proper mining code to re- 
gulate all companies. True, we have the Cost-book System in Cornwa!l, the mineral 
customs of Derbyshire, companies under the Joint-Stock Act, en commandite scrip 
companies; sometimes we are told acompany ison the Cost-Book System, and all that 
is required is that your name should be entered on the book ; while, again, we see com- 
panies professing to be on that system issuing scrip; how are all these anomalies to 
be reconciled? Does not this show that some reform, some uniform method, is neces- 
sary for the better regulation of this importantinterest? How is it that these mid- 
dlemen, when they dispose of shares, in most cases uire that you should sign a 
blank transfer? does not it appear that they wish buyer and seller should be igno- 
rant of each other, that what was actually given for the shares should not be ascer- 
tained? These observations of mine are not uncalled for. I am happy to see, though 
not carrying out entirely my views, that another correspondent in your last Number 
corroborates the — I have avouched, and I think now that the agitation has 
commenced, it will not subside at least until some partial good is effected.

If there is any one in this 
country who understands the real position of this company, that position has at least 
not been made known. The influences which can have ventured not only to keep 
back all importantinformation, but to givea false colour to events, must be very 3 
it is, therefore, the more important to give strength to better intluences by furnishing 
that knowledge which it can hardly be expected will be adequately ques now by 
those who have withheld it so long. They who have done injustice to others are not 
the most likely to execute justice upon themselves. And, as I cannot doubt that the 
majority of the board wish this company to be goed conducted, an explanation of 
its real state, derived from the fountain head, selecting important features, will be 
most grati g to them, and be hailed as an important assistance in maintaining such 
proper conduct. When it is recollected that any features of value which may dis- 
tinguish this company from the common herd of golden bubbles which are 

in the east and in the west, are due to their superintendent, that without his ruling 
aid the directors would have been in no better position than any other bubble blowers, 
it can hardly appear creditable that a systematic course of depreciation towards this 
person should have been maintained as a mode of displaying gratitude; that such a 
course, fraught with eventual danger, should ever have been ventured upon may ap- 
pear equally incredible. But I have always found that there is nothing a cer 
class of minds is so little prepared for, and can never rightly be brought to believe in, 
as the utter impossibility of turning a person of firm principle into any sinister course. 
Whether it is the great scarcity of such persous which leads to the belief that there is 
no such principle in existence, certain it is chat the ordinary dealings go upon the 
supposition that every man has his price. Some such notion, I presume, must have 
led to a course of action so dangerous, except under the persuasion that Mr. Hopkins 
might be brought to patronise and adopt. 

Having found him impracticable in this respect, it is quite evident from the ad-

Having already entered at some length on the subject of ANNESLEY’s 
new principle of shipbuilding, and the progress hitherto made in that 
transverse or diagonal mode of construction, we now proceed to notice the 
second pamphlet, published by Wurson, Leadenhall-street, on the practi- 
cability and expediency of a public body employing a class of the largest 
sailing-vessels on the trausyezse principle of build, as Australian passenger 
vessels, by which the p»ssage may be effected. in as short or even a less 
period than by steam -vessels, and yet at the lowest possible rate of pass»ge 
money. In the ‘irst place it is assumed, that in the great emigration 
movement Dow going on greater facilities for the poorer classes are 
needed, au, indeed, that a general low rate for all classes would probably, 
in the end, produce the greatest traffic, and the largest and best returns. 
This movement is, however, advocated on the principle of non-interference 
and non-competition with the better paying classes, and should be wholly 
directed to the transit of families and individuals who, but for an exceed- 
ingly low rate of transit, would not be enabled to emigrate at all. Rather 
that injure it would give an impetus to the carrying trade generally ; for, 
by supplying the demand for cheap transit by the poorer class, it will be 
found greatly to enhance the demand for passages in the regular market 
by the richer, upon the principle that the more the poor emigrate, the more 
will the wealthier classes do so. In all colonisation, one requires and 
calls out the other, and the transit of the two would, in fact, comprize 
two distinct sections of the ocean carrying trade. Two indisputable con- 
ditions are necessary—first, the cheapest scale afforded below which it 
would be impossible to go; and, secondly, that the greatest safety, speed, 
and convenience be combined in conducting the transit itself. 

Having noticed some of the casualties, delays from putting back into 
port, and other annoyances to passengers in vessels under the old system 
of build, it is shown that the promotion of Australian navigation b 
an influential public body, and a strong movement properly directed, 
might, at the present juncture, be advantageously prosecuted, both as a 
remunerative undertaking, and as a cheap medium of transit for the needier 
emigrant passenger. The large and light colonial vessel on the diagonal 
principle might be very cheaply adopted, the size being about 3000 tons 
register, and certainly not less than 2000 or 2500 tons. This t size 
will admit of a studied adjustment of the breadth of deck, resulting from 
great length, considered with internal capacity generally, so that the 
anomalous “space and tonnage checks” of the passengers’ Act may thus 
be made to equalise, or rather that space shall be somewhat in excess of 
tonnage, a desirable result where possible, if not attended with sacrifice 
to the general stowage of the ship. Such vesscls might be made to carry 
close on their legal complement of passengers—one to every two tons 
pt and 14 feet of superficial deck space to each, and that without 
crowding.

The condenser is made the 
basis of the frame, and the two cylinders are placed on it; they are inverted, and set 
at an angle of 45°, cheir pistons having each two rods, united to a single cross-head, 
working in guides bolted to the cylinder covers, From each end of this cross-heada 
counecting rod passes to an overhead first-motion shaft, carrying two large spur wheels 
at some distance apart, on the outside of each of which is a crank pin, to which the 
two opposite rode on each side the engine are jointed. The spur-wheels gear into 
pinions on the shaft of the propeller, which runs along the kee! line under the con- 
denser.

IMPROVEMENTS IN OBTAINING SaLts AND MeraLiic Oxipes.—Mr.G. E. 
Dering, of Hertford, has secured a patent for the treatment of the saline solutions 
obtained by the working of gulvanic batteries. They consist in separating metallic 
salts from such liquids in a state of partial saturation, by wey them to the pro- 
cess of evaporation. Another process is, to cause such soluti6ns to Se fully saturated, 
or nearly so, by the introduction of other salts before evaporation, and in producing 
oxides of the metals employed in the batteries by ex posure to heat, or by the addi 
tion of soda, potash, ammonia, or other alkalinous substan¢e. 


New Gas anv Fivurp Meter.—Messrs. G. Hanson, of Huddersfield, 
and D. Chadwick, of Salford, have peventes & novel means of measuring water, coal 
gas, or other liquids or gases, which consists in a flexible tube holding « certain mea- 
surement, into one end of which tbe fluid or gas passes, and there exerting its force 
against a pair of rollers, between which it passes, causes them to rotate, and discharge 
from the other end the gas or fluid which has previously entered. Each revolution 
represents thus a certain amount of fluid which has passed through the apparatus, 
and which may be registered in the ordinary way.

Journal we ye noticed a patent process, the invention of a Mr. Whipple, for pro- 
ducing iron direct from the ore, which we obtained from a number of the New York 
Mercantile Journal. In thisa deseription of the common method was attempted to 
be given, in which the writer saye—* The next important step in the process of con- 
verting ore into iron is to burn or drive out the carbon, and such other impurities 
as adhere to it.”” A writer in the United States Mining Journal takes up the ques- 
tion, considering that statements made without a clear comprehension of the su = 
do much harm, and properly asks, what is carbon in the ore! Is a carbonate of iron 
referred to? All the processes are designed to operate on oxides; and it is clear the 
writer in the first-named Journal has confounded the chemical Guat in the pro- 
cess for deoxidising ores, with the decarbonization of cast-iron, regarded as a curbu- 
ret. The whole rationale of the process of reducing the ores of iron, and the various 
chemical affinities which operate in the furnace, are then described—changes which 
have often been described in our columns—and are well-known to those of our readers 
connected with the iron manufacture. 


Iron For Suipsurtpine.—Mr. Robert M‘Gavin, of Glasgow, has suc« 
ceeded in producing a peculiar manufacture of iron for sea-going vessels, by which 
the adhesion of barnacles and other animals, and organic formations, to the bottoms 
and exposed surface of iron ships, when afloat, is prevented.
